And therein 
alſo many times he plaieth the Mountibank, obtre- 
ding for true and eftetual workings ( as the As 
poſtle rearmeth them) many falſe and feigned de» 
lufions. And whether true or falſe, his ends fill 
to deceiue, andwent his lying arts , doftrines of 
dexils ;, and therefore in ſcriptare worthily tiled 
the father of lies: and bis miracles, which hee 
worketh for confirmation thereof, lying wonders. 
And by theſe his leighty conuerances, ſometimes 
jonas, _—_ » ſometimes there , hath —_— 
nt you about fro time to tinue, compaſſing i 
nh, - and fro ior walking init to = the 
world. And not onely the world (1 meane the chil-

Since my laſt vntoyou , here is greatal- 
teracion in this gouernment, as I account 
you haue vnderftood before now And be- 
cauſe Maſter N. and Maſter F. have beene 
here, and heard, and ſcene whathath paſ- 
ſed, j do referve the diſcourſe to conte- 
rence : Forl aflure my ſelfe they will vifite 
you. Yet will make polde to trouble you,

to aduiſe of ſome perticulers as followeth, 
The tenth day of May was the battaile 
berwene Mulley Sidan, and our new King 
Mulley. Om Hamet ben Abaela ;- not farre 
from Marocus betwixt the mountaines,and 
the City, both ſides very ſtrong : Yet in 
mans. iudgement Mulley Sidew of moſt 
force in horſe and foote , and three and 
thirty peeces of good field ordnance. 
The otherno ordnance, anda few peece- 
men : his chicfeſt force Larbies of Sahara, 
place diſtant hence twenty daics iour- 

ney. 
Theſe armed with Launces,demy Laun- 
Larbies are CCS And Azagies , and many Larbies that 
people > Cameintohim,by the way as he came,ſome 
dw:ilng hee forced, ſome voluntary . And at the 
ne day of battaile his people: beganne to 
thoſe thas bee diſmaicd , angry Malley Sidan, 
inhavite was very ſtrong. But hee encouraged 
—_— them , ſaying, as they had found that come 
Azagies to paſſe which. formerly hee -told them, 
 - mg ſo now they ſhould ſee the like, and bid 
904% them nor feare his ordnance , for onely 
three peeces ſhould goc off ,, and doe 
as harme : the reſt ſhould rake fre , but 
aot ſhaate a bullet ; and hee would bee 
formoſt, and goc. in the face of the ord- 


ance ., _ and,fiading his ' wordes true , 
then

then at his commaund to fall vppon his &- 
nemics 

So hauing ſatisfied his people with theſe 
perſwalions {ent ſpies to know where Mul- 
les Svdans ordnance lav , and fo came 
right betore it, with all his rroopes . And 
comming within daunger, at Malley S#- 
dans commaiund , they * Zauc fire, hauing 
both Moores ; and Chriſtians that knew 
how to inannage his 'ordnance. 

So three peeces went off, and did no 
hure. Bur the bullets hard fing 1 intheayre 
a great height , and the reſt of che ord- 
nance tooke fire , and burnt our the- pow- 
der, but thot no bullet that remained im, 
ſo comming nearer, the Musketiers plaied 
vpon them ,with fourc thoulzpd ſhot yer 
hurt no mans 

So then they came on y/Pand Malloy St. 
dans people gaue way. and fled. 
purſued them , and fhuc Azlley Abdela ben 
Hammet. , CAlkaide Hammet , Beatzebeare, 
and many -moe- Altsides, = —_ 
fourt = fine thouſand p 
his people 1140 Matocus F: ind ms 
inthe field. 

Hee hath -not entered into Mavocur; 
neither purpoſeth till he hauedeſtroied his 
cnemics, and put peaccanhiscoummuy 50

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Muller Siden fied & came down to Saphia, 
with his Hz:kam , Abdels Kather , Abdela 


oftxcer in 2 Sygdogke and 'the Icw Bemwalb , and a few 0-

thers (beſides his mother and women, 
and liiggedge) hee made account to 
— a head againe, and to giue anew 

attaile. But in vaine the Lerb:es made a 
faire ſhew and came in to him , and recei- 
ued ſome mony , cloth, and linneng 
from him. , ws ſo would haue betrayed 
him; 

VVhereupon he having fome of his bro- 
ther MwileyShecks children with him , (to 
make frendſhipwith his brother”) ſent him 
his children, and wrote to him very kind- 
ly, So berwene them I accountis peace. 
& ſtaied heere fo long as he durft : for 
that Muiley Om Hammer perſued him. 

hee-wasforced to fraight a ſhi 
of Marcelleis heere in port , with a Frenc 
Ambaſſador, who came ro him vpon buf- 
{ines out of France, and a Fleming that 
was-in the roade : and tooke his Trea- 
ſure and luggage , ſome Women and 
Children'y tome Ateards -and- Seruants , 
and Benwaſh and his followers ,, and wenr 
for Santa/Cruzandrhere Landed in Sus : 
and from thence to. Tarradanre; and there

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proceeding wee here know not the eertain+ 
tic, 
Some fewe dayes after his departure, 
cane ottr new King into theſe parts, halfe 
a dayes tourney from Saphia, and all the 
Latbies came into him & ſubmitted them- 
ſelues, and he receiueth all into fauor, par- 
doning win paſſed : For hee fayth, hee 
comes to make peace, and is ſent from - 
God, becauſe of the cuill gouernment of 
Muelley Hammers fonnes the Xeriffes ; and Kinred 5+ 
to ſtabliſh their Prophets religion,that was Vabomee 
decaied , and to fight "gainlf the Chriſti- CR 
ans, and recouer thoſe parrs of Chriſten- 
dome the king of Spaineholds from them:

Cai ro paſſe , kts they ſhall acknow- 
. ledge heis ſent of God; hepromiſeth chem 
Spaine, Iraly, and France: and-hauingpur 
peace in theſe countries, there muſtnow- 
appeare 2 Bridge in the mouth of the 
ſtraighrs', whicthath been in former ti me, 
(and ſo recorded in their writings) and ſank 
inthe ſea. Now in his ti neit mult appeare 
to carrie ouer the Myores : and having 
gayned theſe counies, he muſt raigne for- 
yeeres,and then muſt com Chriſt, yhom 
oy call Sidre Nicer: and hemalt ſurren-

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der all to him; for he muſt iudge the world 
and then all muſt end. 


But for England, Flanders, orother 


arts they have not to doe, they will haue 
Eiendſhip with vs , and deſire trade and 
traffique with vs in loue and friendſhip, and 
would hauc his myracles and acts made 
knowne abroade the world : I was in his 
Almahalla at firſt fowre daycs, and ſpake 
with him,and ſaw his behauiour,and found 
him very humble and courteous, with ma- 
ny good ſpeeches; and pittying the iniu- 
ries all the Chriſtians haue by the Ul go- 
uernment of his Predeceſfors, or Vſurpers 
as he counted them. A man of fome thirty 
6x yeers , very ciuill, very plaine in habit, a 
courſe tucke vpon his head of died callico, 
a holland Shirt , an Alheick of lile gro- 
gram,a'plain ſword by his ſide,hangedwith

dome and learning, as none like amongſt 
them , and 2a good Altrologer, a great Po- 
lititian. And hath drawne vnto him 4ltai- 
de Azus,o0t whom you hauc heardxthe prin- 
eipall Councellorot the land, Sheeke Z m- 
be, Shecte Glowze, and' many other Saints 
and principal] en : and fince his com- 
ring mariegd the Vidow of Halley Buffer-

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gainſt Mulley $:dar and his proceedings, 
and of further miſery muſt come vnto him, 
till he and his race be conſumed, And for 
his gouernment at Morocus placed his 
Hackam to ſee cuery one haue peace, and 2 
very honeſt man for iwuſtiqgs So Morocus is 
in peace and quiernesz and amongſt the 
Larbies he demands his due, cither corne, 
horſe, cattell, or money ; and telsthemrhe 
comsto put peace amonegſtthemzneither to 
rob the,nor yetto loſe his right znot to giue 
them pay, but force them to ferue him , as 
need requireth, if chey yeelded not to fuch 
conditions , his ſword ſhold force them : 
he came amongſt chem as a gueſt, and was 
to be entertained by chem, andnot to giue 
them to gaine their fauour.

Sauages. Theſe without pay came.tohim,to 
the number of 150. or 200, atmaſt;and with 
their helpe hee brake Lemiere, and 
his: forces, ſcruants of MmileySraamn, beceing 
5000. ſtrong ;. ſo more of the ſayd Shrokies 
came to him, to the number of 5000. &with 
them and ſuch people as ioined with him in 
the way , he overthrew Mulley Sidans forces 
thriſc before the batcell. 

And ſocameto ſome ſtrong places in the 
Mountaines,neucr brought to ſubieCion in 
the-rime of Meilcy Sidew,, nor his father ; 
Thoſe with-tood him., but hee ouercame 
them. and made them pay him whar he de- 
manded, ſerur-and obey him ; ſo forced the 
principaliefiShegks inthe countrie tro come 
to him. After this marched towards Moro» 
cus, and bythe way. was to paſs a riuerz and 
thedaie before he warned his people, in paſ- 
ling ſuch a riugt no) manto take vp water in 
their hands/todrinke, if he did he would dies 
After comming to the river weary and hot, 
many not remembred , or not regarded his 
words , but cooke vp water in their hands, 
drunk, andanon afres. dyed, the reſt all eſca+ 

d-, which ſirooke A feare into. chem to 
breake his command,'anda perſwaſion that 
kice is more then a.zvan ; For they ſay hee 
#37 4 . 18 
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is their Fatamie, that is, 2a Saviour. Next in 

comming to Morocus , diuers great Saints 

and Sheckes reſorted rogether, and would 

o6to viſire him , that they might ſee what 

e was, and vnderſtand whether that 

which paſſed was true or not. So com- 

ming, after ſalurations, heetold them they 

came to enquire and fee what newes, and 

whatwonders hee did , and ſo meantro de- 
rt. 

Now therefore , being men of account 
and Talbies hee would ſatisfie them , that 
they might fatisfte others . tir; Aww 
them a time to come againe, and to bring 
ſuch bookes ; -heenominated, with theinz 
{o they did: Then hetwilledthemtorurne 
29 fuch.places , and reade what they fonnd 


written of him ; ſo they did. To wit ; both 


his name, his beginning, andcourſe he was 
ro take, and withall found written ſea- 
uen ſpeciall markes , or fignes, hee tauſt 


-hauve vppon his bodie , a watt aboue his 


righteic, a blacke roorh before, a bunch 
of hayre growing berweene his ſhoulders, 
a ſigne of a ring/in the palme of his tight 
hand , the figne of a ſpurre vpon the out- 
fide-of bis rightlegge; the reſt Iremember 

But theſe and thereſt hee ſhewed them 
which ſecing they 7 honor him and {wore 
SIy LL 2 
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Newes from Barbary: 
to him to ſerue him, and to liue and die with 
him,or in his cauſe. 

- |Next comming to a place named Dets in 
the mountains very _ much peo- 
ple were gathered together againſt him ſo 
that ſome of his owne people began to faint 
and;be afraicd; hee bad them feare nothing 
for that before ro morrow they ſhould ſee 
there was more with him then againſt him: 
ſo thatnight,he c6manded to take vp his Al- 
mahalla & march-rowards that place Dets: 
obey did, and all night long to the think- 
ing of al his people, there marched another 

mahalla greater then theirs, and went be- 
fore them: and commingto the place Dets 
vanniſhed away, and at fight of it his ene» 
mies fled,leaft the place and goods,alto the 
ſpoile, ſo comming thither had the (poile of 
all without fighting. This our country man 
M. W. affermeth with diuers others vpon 
ſolemne othto haue ſcene... Arhis being in 
theſe parts,my ſclfe with others wenttowel- 
come him :he entertained vs very kindly,8& 
told vs hewould ſhew the Englith what fa- 
uour he could ,and permitthemfrce trade, 
willing;vs to take knowledge that he was ſent 

Gods appointmeneto xeleeue the oppref- 
ſed as wel Moores and ſtrangers, as Chriſti- 
ans,and al ſorts , and what we had ſcene and 
beard xa aduertiſc, ſaying woe fhould ſee yer 
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more"ſtrange' matrers cometo palle, then 
what had paſled . His meaning as we gather 
is,the conquering of Spaine,France and Ira- 
ly; with which. oppinion\bee\pofleſſerh the 
Goliſh and credulous Moores. Now hauing 
bin tediousto trouble you with ſuch new5as 
the time affoords(not al but patt as itcomes 
into my memory ) I pray youtake it. good 
part :the.cenſure hereat Leave 39g qupwif- 
| dome and confideration .: For ny: <wne 
part I am perſwaded , they bee deluſions of 
the diuell done by witch-erafty &permince 
— Lordgtaſeducealiemgo Murberearen,
